sands of yeasr ago. When I use the 
word colonise I do not think they had 
quite the same idea as we have when 
we use that word. 

Is there any evidence for this start* 
ling theory? Yes, there is. 

First of all there are legends afl 
over the world telling of sky people 
coming down to earth and mingling 
with us mortals.

are, and-in.'view of the fact that man has succeeded in 
negotiating space travel between earth and the moon 
and also made probes between earth and Mars and also 
between earth and Venus, and is in process of preparing 
for a visit by man to Mars in the late seventies or early 
eighties, and; further into space laterr, then surely it 
is not illogical to assume that there is intelligent life 
other than ours on other planets and that they are cap¬ 
able of .shbwingintorest in earth and it3 inhabitants,and 
even in viewing us from our skies if not on earth itself 
as circumstances permit I 
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Since I wrote that, I hoard a popular broadcaster and 
well known astronomer state:" Our biggest telescopes 
are capable of photographing some thing like a thousa¬ 
nd million galaxies, so the total number of stars we 
know to exist is something like a hundred thousand .1 
million multiplied by a thousand million, and that is 
an awful lot of stars* And therefore I refuse to be¬ 
lieve that our own perfectly ordinary unimportant sun 
is the only one in all these stars to have an inhabit¬ 
ed planet going around it* ".....

harbour life as we know it..editor) Now baok to Mr* 
Gardner....”No, there must be plenty of other earth's 
and there must be many kinds of civilisations..” 

"if wo are going to find other intelligent beings any¬ 
where, it ftas got to be beyond our own solar system, 
or planets of other stars so far away that we can never 
get to them by our present means..If you find a planet 
going round a star which i3 like the sun, and you have 
a planet going round at the 

same distance as the earth is from the sun where you 
have the 3 ame kind of atmosphere and the same kind of 
temperature, then I personally would very much expect 
to find creatures which are remarkably like ourselves 
in fact I would expect to find other men, and even us¬ 
ing the term “men” in its restricted sense-I think J h 
fehero must be grea$ numbers of them in our own partic¬ 
ular star system-and certainly vast numbers in the 
universe."

One of them, professor Ldenek Kopal of Manchester Uni¬

Professor Kopal had earlier reported the discovery of a 
red star called Epsilon Aurigae,which appears to be tho 
centre of a solar system of its own.

Professor Kopal told me^ n It is highly possible that 
there is life on another s^olar system. If they were 
highly advanoed beings, we ciuld nrt learn fr«im them. 

We could not bridge the communication gap. 

Aristotle, for example,wouldn’t understand a match. 

And just imaginetrying to explain mathematics to people 
500 years ago. 
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Go make the time a mixiion years or ten million and 
imagine fch&tnjould happen." 

He addo<? : "Just satisfying our curiosity could cost us 
very dear. Lock what we have done to lowor civilisat- 
ions-and tne way we treat animals. An advanced civil¬ 
isation raignt treat us like ants and put us in test 
tubes. We have nothing to gain by contacting anyone 
or being contacted." 

Professor Clyde Tombaugh, of New Mexico State Univers¬ 
ity,told me; "it could be a disaster to contact another 
civilisation," 

Professor Tombaugh is the last man to discover - 
another c- no One? planet in our solar system. In 1930, 
after 7,00J hours work he spotted the planet Pluto. 

I asked him about the possibility of other beings having 
visited our planet. 

I'e replied.; "We have no proof of their being hare, but
